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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 12-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kawano et al. (5,774,797). 

Regarding claims 16 and 20, Kawano discloses a communication device 
(portable telephone)(abstract, fig. 3), comprising: an amplifier (132) which outputs a 
signal having a frequency value (column 7 lines 6-30) wherein a power of the 
communication device is varied in dependence of the frequency value by controlling a 
DC/DC converter, wherein the control input value of which is exclusively controlled in 
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dependence of the frequency value to vary an electrical supply of the amplifier (figs.3, 7, 
columns 8 lines 1-4, column 9 lines 1-20, column 1 1 lines 5-27). 

Regarding claim 12, this claim is rejected for the same reason as set forth in 
claim 16, where the communication system comprising a base station (column 8 line 2). 

Regarding claims 13, 17, and 21 , Kawano further discloses a memory for storing 
a power control data (#3 fig.l, column 5 lines 58-61). 

Regarding claims 14, 18, and 22, Kawano further discloses a comparator for 
comparing a level of the signal with a desired signal level (column 9 lines 1-8). 

Regarding claims 15, 19, and 23, Kawano further discloses the desired signal 
level provided by a base station (column 8 lines 1-2). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 12/01/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In Remarks, the applicant stated that Kawano fails to disclose the power of 
the PA is varied in dependence of the frequency value by controlling a DC/DC 
converter. Firstly, The examiner carefully review the limitation, and disagrees with the 
applicant because Kawano discloses a transmitter of a communication device, wherein 
the transmitter includes a power amplifier, a voltage supply, a transmission power 
control circuit, a power setting table, a power selector, temperature monitor (fig. 2-3), 
wherein the transmission power at the PA will change in dependence upon the 
transmission signal at different level of temperature (see figs. 16-18), (for example, at 
60 degree, the transmission power of the PA is 27 dBm, and at room temperature, the 
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transmission power of the PA changes to 28 dBm), wherein Kawano further discloses a 
DC/DC converter used for varying the power of the power amplifier in dependence of 
the frequency value (fig. 7, abstract, column 1 1 lines 5-27. column 156 lines 52 to 
column 16 line 39). 

Secondly, the examiner invites the applicant to take a look at the invention issued 
to Hirschfield (considered pertinent in the previous Office Action), in which Hirschfield 
also teaches a DC/DC converter for varying the power of a PA according to the 
frequency value (column 5 lines 5-27). 

Thirdly, independent claims 16, and 20 are almost identical, wherein claims 16 
and 20 claim a DC/DC converter for varying the transmission power of the PA, 
Therefore, these two claims are grouped together. Claim 12 is separated for examining 
in which the examiner points out a BS, wherein the BS communicates with the MS. 

In conclusion, the examiner believes that the rejection of claims 12-23 is fair, 
therefore, the rejection stands.
